For the past few days Mrs. Charles 
FE. Delaplain had been detecting a dis- 
agreeable odor about the house. At 
‘noon yesterday she induced her husband 
}to investigate. He went to the cellar, 
which is used only for storage. He lit 
a match and groped about. In the dim 
light he saw the prostrate body, recog- 
nized it as that of his close friend, 
Somers, and saw the revolver at his 
feet. The shock unnerved him so that 
he could barely ascend the stairs lead- 


ing to the outer air. 
Entered When Famity Absent. 


The news of the discovery of the body 
of the missing cashier caused much ex- 
citement in Hull, a city of about 1009. 
There was soon found a witness who 
had seen Somers enter the Delaplain 
cellar on the night of April 12.

Politics and political influences are 
the main reasons for the excessive cost 
of running the city government as com- 
pared with the administrative expenses 
of a private corporation, according to 
Comptroller Player and ex-Comptroller 
Isaac Sturgeon. Mr. Player, adds the 
suggestion: that many persons regard 


it is perfectly proper to charge exces- 
sive prices when bidding for public 
contracts. 

Mr. Player and Mr. Sturgeon declare 
that any step toward the elimination or 
restriction of poiitical influence in the 
conduct of ‘municipal affairs will be 


but they make no suggestions as to how 
such reforms may be brought about 
and they appreciate the difficulties in 
the way. 

In the course of interviews with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter both of the stu- 
of municipal finance delicately 


so-called litical ‘‘pulls,’’ ‘‘sinecures’’ 
and ‘“‘debts,’’ but attributed losses in the 
city’s revenue to these outgrowths of a 
politically conducted city government, 

Mr. Sturgeon holds that political jeal- 
ousies in often depriving a competent 
man of his position work great harm in 
the city government. He thinks the 
custom of the city officials being 
changed with every change in the 
strength of political parties is not only 
injurious, but out of. date. 

Mr. Player says that the popular idea 
of a ‘‘city job’’ being one of ease brings 
many incompetent men into the city’s 
employ, thereby losing money for the 
city. 

Cannot Eliminate Politics. 


Neither is of the opinion that politics 
can be entirely eliminated from the city 
government, but they say that many of 
its evil effects can be eradicated. Mr. 
Sturgeon suggests the adoption of the 
civil service system. Mr. Player says 
that the pension system should be es- 
tablished. 

Mr. Piayer also made the remarkable 
statement that the best and most re- 
spected corporations in town raise 
their bids on a city contract.

Comptroller Player Says Many Persons Regard It as Proper to 
City When 
Municipal Affairs Costly. 


Possible—Politics in 


‘A great number of corporations and; individuals, some of 
them the wealthiest and most respected in the city, show no hesi- 
tation in sending a much higher bid on a city contract than they 
would in the ease of another individual or corporation.’’—Comp- 


of asserting that the government of a 
munieipality could be conducted .as 
economically, in proportion to the inter- 
ests and amount of revenue involved, 
as a private business concern, a quasi- 
public corporation, or a public utility 
corporation. 

“There are certain tradition-honored 
customs that make against economy in 
the government of a_ metropolis. It 
seems to be understood among many 2f 
those who have commercial dealings 
with the city that it is perfectly proper 
for them to charge the city a great deal 
more than they would a private indi- 
vidual. 

High Bids on City Contracts. 

“This belief is in. the same _ class 
with the spirit of those who think it 
not bad to escape certain restrictions 
and requirements of the National Gpv- 
ernment. 

“In some instances they go very far. 
I have no doubt that many people et 
be astounded at this, but from my ex- 
perience in handling the finances of the 
city I feel perfectly justified in saying 
that a great number of corporations 
and individuals, some of them. the 
wealthiest amd most respected in the 
city, show no hesitation in sending a 
much higher bid on a city contract than 
they would in the case of another inili- 
vidual vr corporation, 

“This is not merely a belief of mine. 
It is a fact which I have proved by re- 
sorting to the expedient of getting an 
outsider to receive the bid without let- 
ting the bidders know that the city was 
interested. In many of these instances 
the successful bidder has actually re- 
fused his own bid after he discovered 
that it was really a city contract that 
he was bidding for. 


“City Jobs” as Sinecures. 

“Then, of course, politics play an im- 
portant part in the city government. 
The economical running of the city is 
handicapped by some of the seemingly 
necessary accompaniments of politics. 
For instance, it becomes almost abso- 
lutely Impossible to fill subordinate po- 
sitions when the employes are aware of 
the fact that within four years at the 
outside they are liable and, in fact, al- 
most certain, to lose their places. 

“Moreover the general impression is 
that the average ‘job’ in a city office 
is a sinecure, and that every man 
seeking such a place is imbued with 
the idea that he ts to get something in 
the way of remuneration for doing 
nothing as a publ official. 

“tinfortunately the idea holds good in 
a great many. instances, but the public 
would be amazed to find how many 
men there are working for the city 
government who are thoroughly com- 
petent, and who work as hard and as 
conscientiously as any wage earner who 
may be found anywhere laboring under 
the direction of a trained expert for the 
benefit of a corporation or a_ public 
utility company. 

Press of Business Varies. 

“If civil service regulations obtained 

in the government of the city, the 





question would at once assume different | 
phases. But so far no city in the, 
tinited States has placed the manage- 
ment of its government on a civil-serv- 


ice basis, 
“Separating the city government from | 
politics would indeed be a Herculean 
task, but still I think some of the pres- 
ent defects might be remedied. Until 
we have a system of pensioning em- 
ployes for the faithful performance of 
duty for, say 25 or 30 years, no change 
can be reasunably expected that will in- 
ure to the benefit of the city at large, 
and when 1 say benefit I use the word 
in its broadest sense, as would be con- 
strued by the average citizen whose 
bank account is more or less affected 
by the rate of taxation. : 
“Setting aside any question as to the 
influence of politics on the cost 0 main- 
tenance of a municipal government, the 
mete fact that the press of business in 
the government of a municipality is in- 
termittant and that it is necessary to 
maintain in the various departments 4 
corps of experienced clerks, competent 
and thoroughly versed in the business of 
the department, would naturally require 
the employment of a larger and ‘possibly 
a more expensive force than would have 
to be maintained by a firm or corpora- 





tion where the general trend of business 
is uninterrupted during the course of a’! 
year.”’ 
The City Would Benefit. | 

“If politics could be separated from ; 
the city government,” said Mr. Stur- 
geon, ‘and the business at the City Hall 
be reduced to the same economic basis 
on which the big corporations are run, 
the city would surely benefit materially. 
“ag Comptroller for a number of 
years I had ample opportunity to ap- 
precigte this fact, but I don’t think 
there is a city officer or a _ private 
financier who would disagree with me. 
This system of changing almost the en- 
tire force of city officials every four 
years is on its face a wasteful scheme. 
It is sanctioned by custom, but it is out 
of date and thinking men are beginning 


to realize this. 
“IT Jo not want to be understood as 





criticising any city official. I am per- 
sonally acquainted with the principal | 
heads of departments and their work! 
and I am confident that they are all! 
conscientious men and are doing their 
work admirably. 

‘Rut no city official. no matter how 
conscientious he is, can get away from 
some of the effects of political influ- 
ences. 

‘Take. a concrete case. Say the ad- 
ministration is Republican. There is 
an election and the Democrats win. A 
Democrat is elected ‘head of a responsi- 
ble department and finds himself sur- 
rounded by old Republican employes of 
the department. 

New Men Need Training. 

“He lets the majority of these Re- 
publicans out. Why? Simply because 
the Democrat owes sOmething to those 
who elected him and gave him power. 
No one thinks any the worse of him 
because he lets the Republicans go and 
puts Democrats in their places. They 
would think it strange if he didn’t.

“Then there is another feature of pol- 
itics in city government that I ran into 
several times when I was City Comptrol- 
le Certain politicians would come to 
me any say: ‘We want yeu to fire so 
and so.’ I would ask them why. They 
would say that he had done something 
to break up the party or something to 
that effect. I always answered them by 
saying that so long as the man was do- 
ing his work I would never discharge 





him. 
“But you can easily see how many | 


otherwise good men. were let out of the’ 
rad employ simply because of their pol- 
rs. 
“But it is a big question to consider— 
how are we to separate politics from 
civil government? In fact I doubt if 
that can ever be successfully accom- 
lished. But there are certain methods 
y which many of the evil effects of a 
political government could be eliminated. 
““‘We could establish a. civil service 
System like they have in the National 
overnment. I understand that several 
of the cities in the East have taken 
steps along this line. This would be 
beneficial in a high degree. If a man 
knew that he wouldn't be put out of of- 
fice as sgon as the politics of the admin- 
istration changed he would almost nec- 
essarily work harder and better.”

“J see that Dr. Lasalle has _ been 
communicating his ideas on longevity 
to the Academy: of Medicine,’’ says the 
Paris correspondent of Truth. 

“They are those of Flourens, who set 
them forth in his lectures at the Sor- 
bonne; but Flourens had not the same 
opportunities for basing his lectures on 
a broad foundation of statistics. Rea- 
goning from analogy, he conclfided that 
human beings ought to live five or six 
times longer than it took them to at- 
tain the full adult state—that is to say, 
from 20 to 25. years.

DE MUND FASTEST 
HORSE EVER FOALED 


Son of Goldfinch and Gradiosity 
Steps Half Mile in Record- 
Breaking Time. 


Special to the Posi-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—De Mund, 4 
chestnut colt, 2 years old, by Goldfinch- 
Graciosity, is probably the fastest horse 


in this country. He is certainly faster 
than any horse of his age. He worked 
a half-mile trial at the Gravesend track 
in 46 seconds last Sunday. This is at 
the rate of 1:32 to the mile—about three 
seconds faster time than Salvator made 
in: his famous race against time over 
the straight course at the Monmouth 
Park track. 

This half mile was made in the pres- 
ence of at least forty horsemen, who 
timed him. Some of the men made the 
time faster, as their watches stopped at 
45 4-5 seconds. De Mund carried 1 
pounds in the trial. 

The speed he displayed astounded the 
onlookers, and all pronounced the trial 
the greatest they ever had witnessed. 

His speed was made all the more im- 
pressive by two important things—the 
easy manner in which it was accom- 
plished and his ability to race around 
the turns. There were two turns in the 
half mile, consequently he could not run 
at top speed all the way. 

No other horse has ever shown in 
either public or private such great 
speed. Old trainers, men who have 
watched horses work and race for years, 
said that they could not recall a single 
instance where a half mile was run so 
fast. Geraldine, at one time the great- 
est sprinter in the country, ran a half 
mile down the hill at Morris Park in 
46 seconds, but her performance was 
not as wonderful as that of De Mund. 

Newton Bennington, who owns De 
Mund, was offered $20,000 for the young- 
ster after the trial by two multi-million- 
alres—Paul Rainey and E. R. Thomas. 
Bennington refused both offers, and 
said he would not take less than $30,000 
for him.

Man Reformed at City Mission 
Stays So Until His 
Wedding. 





WIFE WANTS DIVORCE 





Says He Went Back to Drink 
Explaining Only “I’m 
Married.” 


Matrimony was the undoing of Sam- 
uel G. Blackwood after he had been re- 
formed at.the City Mission on Seventh 
street. He held out for several months 
after he had been reclaimed from the 
life of Market street and had rehabili- 


tated himself with the assistance of 
Edward Card, superintendent of the 
mission, but getting married to a good- 
looking woman was too much for him. 
He celebrated hig marriage and inside 
of two weeks he was back on Market 
street, beginning dimes from passersby 
with which to buy drink. 

“I got married,’’ was the only expla- 
nation of his relapse which Card was 
ever able to get from him. 

The story of the reformation of Sam- 
uél Blackwood and how it ended was 
told Monday afternoon in Judge Ryan's 
court in the suit of Mrs. Lucy 
Blackwood against him. 

Mrs. Blackwood told of becoming ac- 
uainted with Blackwood at Centenary 
hurch, of which she is a member and 
which he attended after his reforma- 
tion. She told of visiting.the mission 
with friends, at his invitation, to see 
homeless men fed. He told her that 
he was once like those men, but he was 
then well dressed and employed, and 
his reformation seemed to be complete, 
and by and by they went to Clayton and 
were married.’ 

They stopped for three days with 
friends. On the third day he borrowed 
0 from their hostess and went out to 
ook for a room. He came back intox-~- 
icated and Mrs. Blackwood had him 
taken to the mission to see if Card 
couldn’t straighten him up. 
Card tried, but he failed. 
“His condition became worse, if that 
were possible, than before,’’ testified 
Card. “During the next two weeks I 
saw him on Market atreet ‘touching’ 
people for dimes and ‘rushing the 
growler’ in the alley. Then he disap- 
eared, and I heard that he had gone 
o Chicago. For three or four months 
before his marriage he was steady, s0- 
ber and industrious.’’ 

“Do you know what caused his re- 
lapse?” asked Judge Ryan. 

‘He said he got married, that was 
all,’ said Card. 

Card said he had made inquiries con- 





cerning Blackwood and had learned that 
he had reformed again since ing to 
Chicago. Judge Ryan was inclin to 


think Mrs. Blackwood had not made 
due effort to reform her husband after 
his downfall and took the case under 
advisement, requesting Card to brin 
him a letter which had been. receive 
from Chicago telling about the man’s 
present condition. 


WILL BEGIN FIGHT 
ON NIEDRINGHAUS 


Representative Grace Says He 
Should Be Deposed From 
Chairmanship. 


State Representative Oliver J. Grace 
said Tuesday that when the Republican 
State convention meets at Excelsior 
Springs early in June an effort will be 
made to depose T. K. Niedringhaus as 
chairman of the State Committée.

‘peared in ‘‘Adrea,”’ a play which had 
not been seen in St. Louis. What with 
a big and fashionable audience, a tre- 
mendous play and powerful acting, a 
tumult of applause, gardens of roses 
lifted over the footlights, and finally a 
two-word speech by Mrs. Carter 
(“Thank you’’), it was a great night for 
the Titian-haired tragedienne who, if 
the Divine Sarah were not universal, 
would be the American Bernhardt. 

Mrs. Carter is somewhat changed, but 
she is still Leslie Carter. Her voice 
is stronger, and she/controls-it better, 
She is no more the gaunt Du Barry. 
In all the display of armament in this 
play of a fighting period, there are 
none that bear arms comparing with 
those of Mrs. Carter. As an actress 
she is the same whirlwind; has the 
same fire of which tradition calls Be- 
lasco the flint and Leslie Carter the 
flame; she fs to the play what the 
stormy petrel is to the sea. 

When we go to see Mrs. Carter we 
look for a play of tremendous motif, 
that the dynamic Carter may find some- 
thing to work on. Messrs. Belasco and 
Long have ingeniously provided it in 
qos. Adrea is the oldest daughter of 

1e King of Adrea, an isle in the Adri- 

atic. In her infancy she looked upon 
thea sun and became blind. The law 
forbade any but the physically perfect 
to fule, so that Adrea’s younger sister 
se the throne which had otherwise 
been hers: Adrea loves Caeso, an In- 
gomar sort of barbarian chief, whom 
she has met in Arcady while accompa- 
nying her father upon his wars. When 
Caeso comes to the Isle of Adrea, the 
cruel sister temps him with power and 
gives the poor blind girl a court fool for 
husband. The fool’s voice is like that 
of Caeso, and Adrea does not at the 
time discover the deception. When she 
does a miracle attends her storm of 
grief and rage, the fool is struck dead 
and Adrea recovers her sight. She as- 
cends the throne, wreaks vengeance 
upon Caeso—vengeance tempered with 
iove, 
The piece is tremendous in conception 
and execution, both in the scenic equip- 
ment and the acting. It is the biggest 
and st pretentious production Mrs. 
Carter” has ever had; but at that it is 
less a play than “Du Barry,” and 
Messrs. Belasco and Long were more 
ingenious and less phlegmatic in ‘“‘The 
Darling of the Gods.’ The atmosphere 
of the piece is heavy, and not until 
the fourth act does the story shake off 
an obsession which is rather surprising, 
considering that Mr. Belasco applied to 
this play his extraordinary genius. 


Mansfield in “Scarlet Letter.’ 


Mr. Richard Mansfield’s opening - bill 
at the Olympic Theater last night, “The 
Searlet Letter.” is one of those plays 
that is more depressing the better it is 
played. The soul-racked role of the 
Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale is played by 
Mr. Mansfield with all the mingled 
subtlety and force at his command, and 
he has an excellent supporting company. 
As a consequence, Hawthorne’s grim 
New England tragedy sent a lot of peo- 
ple to their homes feeling very much 
as if they had been to a funeral. Yet 
it was an enthusiastic and responsive 
audience to the extent that the offering 
permitted. It rose in the most appreci- 
ative manner to the star when he spoke 
his great lines in the first act, adjuring 
Hester Prynne to confess the name of 
the man who had sinned with her and 
who was escaping the penalty which 
she had to pay alone, and when, in the 
last act. he took Hester and her little 
daughter by the hand, ascended the 
scaffold and made his own belated con- 
fesssion. Beyond this, there was little 
opportunity to show Mr. Mansfield just 
how friendly St. Louis was prepared to 
be. He himself is not temperamentally 
at his best as Dimmesdale, and he 
misses something of the poignancy of 
Dimmesdale’s human appeal, being defi-
